said in a radio address last night, 
"and at the same time we are see- 
ing the basis laid for an enduring 
stable prosperity that will resist 
another unbalance." 


Stressing the need for accurate 
statistics and their correct inter- 
pretation, he said' ''better knowl- 
edge as to all phases of the intrl- 
jate operation of industry, wider 
distribution of ascertained facts, 
and 
institution 
of effective 
re- 


search into economic factors will 
make for business stability." 
The commerce department's new- 


ly revised survey of current busi- 
ness was held up ns a splendid 
guide for business, but the speak- 
er said additional figures always 
will be demanded. 
Statistics were needed, he said, 


showing how stocks 
of 
finished 


goods were running, the 
fluctua- 


tions in the tDtal of real estate and 
personal credits extended in the 
country, unemployment, and what 
.jiew forms of transportation were 
joing to the business fabric.

At the same time the Reichs-

dependent operators were on the 
witness stands today as the house 
and senate of the Texas legisla- 
ture went ahead with their sep- 
arate investigations of the oil in- 
dustry.

"There has not even been an 


intelligent gesture looking to con- 
servation or fair proration on the 
part of the railroad commission,'' 
Neff stated, adding that no opera- 
tor or company had any fear or 
respect for the orders of the com- 
mission. 


He was asked if the railroad 


commission 
had 
suffered 
from 


lack of technical advice. 


"The 
commission 
has 
been 


swamped 
with 
technical 
advice; 


we are swimming 
In it,'' 
Neff 


answered. The 
commission 
also 
has not suffered 
from . lack of 


help, he said. 


Neff 
said 
intelligent 
enforce- 


ment of the present conservation 
laws for the past two years have 
prevented 
the chaotic conditions 


in the oil industry and said he 
believed present laws were ade- 
quate. 
No effort either directly or re- 


mote, has been made by the com- 
mission 
to enforce conservation. 


In 
issuing its proration 
orders, 
the commission has let outsiders 
set the allowable and then the 
commission has Ok'd it. All the 
commission 
has done is to co- 
operate with persons wanting to 
be prorated, Neff said.

FOR GOVERNMENTAL 


AFFAIRSJEMANDED 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—(/Pi- 
Drastic economy in 
government 
expenditures in the current and 
forthcoming fiscal year has been 
demanded by President Hoover to 
meet sharply 
declining treasury 


receipts. 
The chief executive has ordered 


all government heads to withhold 
funds not needed for actual oper- 
ation purposes this year and to 
pare to a minimum estimates of 
expenditures for the next fiscal 
year. 
In a letter to all government 
department 
and 
agency heads, 


dated July 19, the chief executive 
described the financial condition 
of the federal government as "a 
serious 
one." 
"The 
July 1 estimates of ex- 


penditures for the fiscal year 1932, 
furnished by the departments and 
i 
establishments to the bureau 
o f j 


the budget," the letter said, "indi- 
cate that, in spite of al] efforts 
for 
economy, 
the 
expenditures 


now contemplated by the depart- 
ments and establishments will be 
in excess of those estimated as of 
June 1, and also in excess of 
those made actually 
during the 


fiscal year 
1931. 
"In view of the fact that our 


receipts are materially falling off 
from the amount estimated at the 
time of the preparation 
of the 
budget for 1932, and a consequent

Friction 
between the 
highway 
commissions of Oklahoma 
and 
Texas, opposition of a company op- 
erating a arellel toll bridge, lack 
of adequate s-.atutes and federal 
court injunctions were some of the 
obstacles the builders of a free 
span had to overcome. 


The most serious of these was 


the opposition of the Red river 
bridge company, which 
claimed 


perpetual 
franchise 
from 
the 


Chickashaw Indian nation to oper- 
ate a toll span over the stream. 
This company threatened to go 


into court and hold up the build- 
ing of a free structure for two or 
three years If not block it entirely. 
In return 
for 
that 
company's 
agreement not to bring additional 
suits and for other considerations 
the Texas 
highway 
commission 


agreed to pay it a certain sum of 
money. 


Terms of this agreement 
have 


not been fulfilled. 
The highway 


department and the bridge con- 
cern differed on the amount owed 
under the contract and the attar 
ney general's department held it 
was invalid. The highway depart- 
ment said the amount was $80,000 
while the bridge company claimed 
the debt was $150,000. 
T. M. Kennerly, federal judge at 
Houston, issued an injpnction pre- 
venting the opening of the fret 
structure until the contract had 
been complied with. He said the 
toll bridge company had no other 
remedy at law. 
Then the legislature stepped into 
the picture. 
It yesterday 
passed 


a bill permitting the toll bridge 
concern to sue the highway com- 
mission on the contract. With that 
law enacted. Judge Kennerly to- 
dap suspended the injunction until 
August 3, with state officials con- 
fident it would bo dissolved. 
Governor Murray of Oklahoma 


meanwhile blocked the road lead 
ing to the Oklahoma side of the 
toll bridge and traffic was forc- 
ed to detour several miles up the 
river. 
The governor sent militia- 


men to the Oklahoma 
side to 


block court a.ction to force him 
to open the toll bridge road.

Handy, now has adequate rcmedv 
at law to sue upon the contract 
which is alleged to have been en- 
tered into between the bridge com- 
pany and the state highway depart- 
ment.

minutes later. 
A pulmotor was 


summoned 
from 
Corsicana 
and 


was carried to Streetman by the 
Suherland ambulance, but efforts 
to revive the youth were unsuc- 
cessful after more than an hour's 
use of the pulmotor.

FRESHMAN AND JUNIOR IN 


RICE, BOTH PROMINENT, 


FOUND DYING IN AUTO 


HOUSTON, J- ,y 25.— 


—Two 19-year-old Rice In- 
stitute students, a boy and 
a girl ,are dead, apparent- 
ly from poisoning;, after be- 
ing found in a critical con- 
dition early this morning in 
an automobile parked on a 
residence boule\7ard. 


They were Miss Hazel" Glover, 


freshman, and Dan Powell Strat- 
ton, a junior, both of Houston. 


There were no marks of vio- 


lence on the bodies, and officers 
expressed belief that poison was 
the cause of death. 


A coroner was investigating and 


the county physician was order- 
ed to perform an autopsy. 


Residents of South Side Place, 


a suburb, 
were 
awakened 
by 


screams 
shortly 
after 
midnight 


and rushing to the scene, found 
the small car with the two dying 
young people. 


The boy was crouched under 


the steering wheel and the girl 
was in the tonneau of the car. 
Both were, bleeding at the nose 
and mouth. The girl died on the 
way to a hospital and the boy 
two hours later. Neither was able 
to give any account of the cir- 
cumstances leading up to the call 
for help. 


Officers were told that the two 


had spent the fore part of the 
night at a roof garden, dancing 
part of the time but apparently 
spending a large part of it in 
earnest 
conversation. 
They 
also 


had been told by friends that the 
boy had appeared of late to be 
deeply worried. 


Both were members of well to 


do families. 


As officers began to probe in- 


to the case, they were told by 
Mrs. E. C. Smith, aunt of Young 
Stratton, that he had told her 
in secret yesterday that he and 
Miss Glover had been married on 
June 25. 
Stratton's father 
Is an auditor 


for a tin company In Bolivia, and 
his mother only recently return- 
ed to this city after a visit in 
South America. She said she and 
her 
son had 
been looking for 


apartments and he 
had 
urged 


that they get one "with plenty 
of room." 


No License Issued. 


Although Stratton's family said 


he had told them of his wedding, 
records of the county show that 
a license was not Issued here. A 
letter found in his effects 
from 


Miss Glover stated "I really can't 
wait, 'cause I'm going to break 
the news," and told of wearing 
a ring. 


Records were found to show a 


marriage preformed Iri Fort Bend 
county in March, in which Strat- 
ton, and another young Houston 
society girl were named as prin- 
cipals. A hasty check 
of 
sur- 


rounding counties showed no an- 
nulment action in that case. The 
family of that young woman stat- 
ed vigorously they 
had 
heard 


nothing of such a marriage. 


Miss Glover was 
one of the 


most popular first year students 
at Rice, being among the 
few 


selected for the Institute's beauty 
section. 


Officers continued an effort to 


determine 
definitely 
whether 


poison caused the deaths and if 
so, the source of the poison.

"After we crossed

footsteps. 
"As an old Socialist," he said h- 
saw on the faces of his audience 
"a new look which one does not 
find in the west, but which I hope 
to see there." 


SOIL AREATION 


GIVES RESULTS IN 
GROWING OF LAWNS 


By B. C. MORRISON 
(Citv Forester of Fort Worth). 
(Written for Associated Press). 
Before the grass starts growing 
the spring it may be nflvisable 
to aerate the soil. 
On golf cours- 


es this work is usually done by re- 
volving discs attached to the mow- 
ers, but on the private lawn the 
use of a common spading fork 
serves well. Unless the lawn needs 
regrading, it is not necessary to 
turn the ground; merely to punch 
holes Hi :hc lawn with the folk. 
Afterwards the top dressing should 
be applied and in this way proper 
aeration can be secured. 
It is 
not necessary 
to burn 
the old 
grass, but no harm is done by do- 
.ng so. It is also useless and some- 
what detrimental to cut the turf 
by using a hoe. The turf should 
be left unless the grade is 
too 


high. 


In case there exists old trees on 
the lawn which have saped all the 
nourishment from 
the soil, and 
which furnish too much shade for 
the grass there are several things 
which can be done. In case the 
trees are closer than 30 feet a 
thinning out of the trees should 
tnke place, that is, some of the 
trees should be removed. 
Next, 
the trees should be thinned—not 
topped off—to permit the sunshine 
to reach the ground. 
The trees 
should then he fertilized by 
tne 
punching of holes around the base 
of the 'ree at about the edge of 
the branches. 
The lawn should 


then be fertilized and cated for as 
has 
been 
suggested—except that i 
more water will be required than 
when there are no trees. 


It should bn remembered that 
even with the extra care lawns 
under thn trees will not be as fin" 
as lawns in the open, and it may 
be wise to sow Kentucky blue 
grass and red top. This grass has j 
thrived in a number of cases, and 


serves as a very satisfactory solu- 
tion. In case grass is found un- 
satisfactory, it may be wise to use 
as a ground cover either English 
ivy, 
ground ivy or training vinca. 


A word might be said regarding 
winter lawns, as this type of lawn 
is becoming popular. It Is some- 
thing of a novelty to see lawns 
green all winter, but nevertheless 
they add to the beauty of the 
home when all forms of vegetation 
are gray and depressing. 
The 
grass usually is English rye, Ken- 
tucky blue, or red top. The only 
rule to follow in having a green 
lawn In the winter is to sow the 
seed sufficiently earty to have 
a 
healthy root development before 
cold weather has begun. The seed 
should be sown about the first tc 
the middle of September. 
In tho 
case of the rye grass, it dies in 
the early spring, but the Kentucky 
blue grass and red top may per- 
sist during the entire summer. 
In case a winter lawn is desired 


ivhere Bermuda grass has been 
growing, it will be necessary to 
rake the lawn before and after 
sowing the seed. The lawn should 
then be watered well. When Ken- 
tucky blue grass and red top are 
used it will not be necessary to mow 
the lawn more than once or twice 
during the winter. In case rye is 
• tscd, it may be necessary to mow 
as often as once a week, the fre- 
quency depending upon the weath- 
er conditions.
